PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 
It is but too evident that France is in a most unsettled state. 
Something like the throes of Vesuvius are observable. Events 
very like the following are but too commonly the order of the day in 
the departments :—At the féte of Thuir (Pyrénées Orientales), a 
few days since, tumultuous assemblages were formed, and bands of 
men marched through the streets shouting “ Vive la République 
Rouge!’’ On the gendarmerie arriving to disperse them they were 
received with insulting epithets, but no acts of violence. A short 
time after, however, one of the soldiers being caught alone, an 
attack was made on him, and it was only by putting the spurs to 
his horse that he escaped, A ringleader was arrested and taken to 
the barracks of the gendarmerie, when his comrades assembled and 
threatened to burn the place unless he was set at liberty. They

Iv is matter of common lament that we have so few employ- 
ments for women, and, we confess, the difficulty of reforming 
this state of things is not easily removable. Nature seems to 
have pointed out to them a different career from that which 
society would fain invent but cannot, Weshould be loth to see 
them take a larger share in the drudgery of their husbands and 
fathers than they do at present; and we cannot make lawyers 
of them, or clergymen, or doctors, Emigration will do some- 
thing ; and, if itis pursued with energy worthy of England, 
it will do all that is wanted. Meantime there are some posts 
of dignity as well as profit which would not unaptly be tilled 
by women of talent. 
“The post of Poet Laureat is vacant, Its duties—if they are 
ever now ,performed—consist in writing a laudatory poem, at 
certain occasions, on the King or Queen for the time being; 
and surely in Victoria's reign the labour must be one of love, 
and the tax on the imagination not severe. Why should not a 
woman hold, this post? What poet survives to us who can 
excel the genius of Mrs, Norton, or Mrs, Southey, or Mrs. 
Browning ? + For many years it has fallen into sinecure exist- 
ence, and is at most but a pretence—in these days—for giving 
two or three’ hundred a year towards the encouragement of 
literature. Now, this is one of the few fields in which women 
can labour with as much’ profit as men. ‘hey can and do 
labour hour by hour with them, winning garlands quite as 
fresh and lasting. And we confess it does appear to us that, 
while the throne is filled by a Queen—and long may it and we 
possess her !—her praises would be much more appropriately 
sung by one of her own sex than by another. 
“Let us say, too, that under such’ an appointment the office 
need no longer blush upon the list of sinecures. Her Majesty 
will bear to be put in verse far better than thousands of women 
who have received the poet's tribute. And while poetry, in 
fact, graces and surrounds the throne, what degradation of pens 
or imaginations can there be in lauding what lives without the 
one and cannot be bettered by tle other?’ No} our only fear 
is an unhappy humour marring the happy subject; but to 
doubt the success of any of the ladies we have named would 
be a sort of literary treason, And we earnestly hope, without 
pointing to any one of them in particular, or being led to say 
that there be not others qualified: for the office, that the ene

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THE PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS, 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. ' 

Fig. 1. Promenade Costume,—Dreas of light slate-coloured silk. 
The skirt trimmed with three broad flounces, scalloped at the 
edges. This scalloping is in a style quite new, and it consists 
of one large scallop and two smaller ones in alternate succes- 
sion. ‘The corsage is made on a plan which will be found 
exceedingly convenient, as it enables the dress to be worn 
either high or low, as occasion may require, The corsage, as 
may be seen in our engraving, is laid in a multitude of small 
folds both at the back and in front. It is open behind, where 
the folds are made to unite with so much neatness that the 
fastening is almost imperceptible.

THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Smyrna, April 17.—The greatest consternation has prevailed in 
Smyrna in consequence of continuous shocks of earthquake, Thou- 
sands of persons fled from their homes, and werdieua in the 
open air, notwithstanding the inelemency of the weather; and 
others had taken refuge in the vessels lying in the harbour, The 
Greek church, the Armenian college, the Austrian consulate, and 
several mosques, were greatly injured, and part of the city thrown 
down ; a large rocky mountain, about four miles from the city, 
had been rent; huge masses of rock have been dislodged, and in 
this fall have hurled down trees that have stood for centuries, and 
have overwhelmed part of the city. The river has been forced from 
its channel, and the water has suddenly become brackish. All the 
hills surrounding the harbour are full of fissures.

ARTISTS’ GENERAL BENEVOLENT Instirution.—The 
anniversary of this excellent institution, which is incorporated by 
royal charter for the relief of decayed artists of the United King- 
dom, and affording assistance to their widows and orphans, was 
celebrated by an excellent dinner at the Freemasons’ Tavern on 
Saturday evening last, the Right Hon. Sir Robert Peel, Bart., in 
the chair, supported by Viscount Hardinge, Col. Rawdon, M.V., 
Col. E. Cust, Dr. Rice, the Hon. Mr. Hardinge; Sir Wm. Ross, 
R.A., V.P.; Messrs. Thos. Uwins, R.A, V.P.; Ph. Hardwick, 
R.A., V.P.; C. R, Cockerell, R A., V.P,; J. H. Maun, R.A., V.P.; 
D. Roberts, R.A., C, Stanfield, R.A., P, M‘Dowell, R.A., T. Web- 
ster, R.A., and about eighty other friends of the institution. In 
proposing the health of her Majesty the Chairman announced that 
the Queen had long been the special patroness of the charity, and 
had, with her usual beneficence, sent a further donation of £100. 
The Chairman next proposed the health of his Royal Highness 
Prixce ALnert, the patron of the institution. The Prince was 
peculiarly entitled to that compliment from a company. consisting 
principally of artists, as he devoted a great portion of his time to 
the promotion of art and the adoption of measures for encouraging 

ublic taste and gies agg (Cheers.) There was a difficulty 
in speaking of the merits of the Prince without being accused of 
being a flatterer—or, in other words, an unjust panegyrist; but he 
would not be deterred by that fact from bearing testimony to the 
important assistance which his royal highness had given to the 
fostering of art and artist’. (Cheers.) The highest compliment 
that could be paid to hi® royal highness was to say that he was 
worthy to be the consort of her Majesty—(cheers)—and so long as 
he evinced, as he had‘hitherto done, an’ enlightened zeal in the 
welfare of all classes of the community, he, would be entitled to the 
public gratitude. (Cheers.) The toast was received with great 
enthusiasm, after which the rest of the Royal Family was given, and 
“The Army and Navy,’! the right hon, baronet coupling with it the 
names of Viscount Hardinge and Colonel. Rawdon, M.P. The 
Right Hon, Chairman said that he had now come to a toast which 
he had great pleasure in giving, because it expressed the feelings 
which had brought them together that evening, viz., a feeling of 
deep interest in the welfare and success of the Artists’ General 
Benevolent Institution. _(Cheers.) In bringing that toast under 
their notice he would not dilate upon the importance of art, as he 
considered it one foreign to the object immediately before them, 
and one which was already quite exhausted. He believed that the 
importance of art in promoting and refining the taste of the people 
was already generally acknowledged, The importance of art in a 
country like this, which excelled in every department of manufac- 
ture, excepting, perhaps, that of design, could not be overrated, 
and required; 10 eulogium from him. (Hear, hear, hear.) His 
resent duty was only to endeavour to promote the interests of the 
institution whose anniversary they were met to celebrate, In doin 
so he felt that he ought not to attempt to make any rlietorica 
display, but rather to ae to the facts which made their insti- 
tution particularly valuable. Tn making his appeal.to the sym- 
athy and support of the public he should not so much address 
imself to those who were present, and who’ showed by their pre- 
sence their knowledge of the value and the interest they took in 
the institution, as to those who were absent, (Hear, hear.) As 
his appeal was to be made to thé absent, however; it could not be 
effectual unless he had the sid-of that great and powerful ingtitution, 
the fourth estate, or by whateyer name theypleaked to cal lit~—he 
meant the DAILY PRE88—which, he could speak from’ his own 
knowledge, was always ready to lend its assistance—without-refer- 
ence to party or prejudice—in the advocacy of every cause of charity 
and beneficence. (Cheers.) He considered that a very appropriate 
time for making the appeal, because, within the last few days, all 
the exhibitions had been opened for the display of the results of 
the exertions of the artist during the past year, Those exhibitions, 
however, which were daily filled with crowds of admirets and critics 
of the works of talent, only showed those works which had been 
accomplished by those artists who had enjoyed comparative health 
and comfort, but they did not exhibit to their admirers how many 
weeks of pain, how many sleepless nights, how many days of mental 
toil had been employed upon them, or what disease and sufferin 
they had produced ; neither did they show how many artists ha 
feck under their exertions. (Hear, hear.) He believed that in the 
course of the past year no less than 6000 works of art had been

It 
was the strongest feeling implanted in the human breast to obtain 
a decent, if not a splendid, obsequy for the dead. From the state- 
ments of Mr, Walker scenes had been enacted in this country 
which would have disgraced the uncivilized Esquimaux, and yet, 
with all the boasted civilization of England, she had failed in 
making a proper provision for the interment of the dead. It ser 
found on inquiry that England was the only nation regardless o 
this important system.

ExTRAORDINARY Case or ImposturE.—At the weekly 
board of the Sussex County Hospital a remarkable and almost 
incredible case of imposture was exposed :—A woman named Betsy 
Ginn, aged twenty-three (received three weeks since as an In- 
patient on the recommendation of a subscriber and a surgeon’s 
certificate), was charged by her surgeon with wilfully producing 
the disease for the cure of which she had applied to the hospital. 
The statement made against her was that very numerous diseased 
patches of the skin, over nearly the whole of her body, limbs, and 
face, were the result of her own application to the parts of hydro- 
chloric acid (spirit of salt), Several patches were nearly as large 
as the palm of the hand, and they were in different stages, the 
recent ones being yet in a gangrenous condition, others (from which 
the sloughs had suppurated) were deep and troublesome ulcers, 
and many (the-majority) had healed, but with disfiguring scars, and 
in some places to the injury and contraction of the adjacent sinews, 
There can be no doubt that this woman’s object was to defraud the 
charitable, and she has succeeded, though not to the extent of her 
original plan; but she has assuredly obtained rank amongst the 
most remarkable petty impostors of the day. 

ALLEGED RonBery at SunpERLAND.—A great deal of 
interest has been excited in the town of Sunderland from the fact 
of three men having been apprehended at Hull and brought to 
Sunderland on a charge of stealing a quantity of watches, rings, 
and articles of jewellery from the shop of Mr. John Mitchell, 
Villiers-street, Sunderland. The prisoners, who were all Jews, and 
named, respectively, Alexander Magner, Henry Magner brothers), 
and Benjamin Cohen, were placed before the Mayor, William Ord, 
Iisq., and a bench of magistrates, charged with burglariously 
breaking into the shop of the said Mr, Mitchell, and therefrom 
stealing twenty gold watches, twenty silver watches, fifty gold rings, 
and other articles. In support of this charge Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Fitzbentley, a police-officer of Hull, were examined at considerable 
length by Mr. J. J. Wright, who appeared for the prosecution, The 
investigation was subsequently resumed and continued, when the 
prisoner Benjamin Cohen was discharged by the unanimous con- 
sent of the bench, and the case as to the two Magners was 
adjourned. The professional gentlemen engaged for the defence 
assert that no robbery at all has been committed, and the pro- 
secutor has been cross-examined at very great length to show this. 
The affair has created great interest and is assuming an extra- 
ordinary aspect. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


ALARMING COLLISION AT THe NorTH British Ratt- 
way STation,—A collision of a very alarming character, by which 
the lives of about sixty persons were placed in extreme Jeo ardy, 
oceurred on Saturday forenoon last at the station of the North 
British Railway, below the North Bridge, Edinburgh. The pas- 
sengers by the mail-train for London, which usually leaves Edin- 
burgh at eleven o’clock a.m., having taken their seats, and. the 
signal having been given for the train to start, the engine-driver 
immediately turned on the steam, but at the first revolution of the 
machinery the crank of the axle of the driving-wheel of the engine 
snapped in two, by which the locomotive was completely disabled, 
The superintendent immediately despatched a pilot-engine to the 
company’s works at St. Margaret's for a fresh engine, and in the 
meantime it was proposed to remove the disabled engine by the 
locomotive momentarily expected. Scarcely had this train been 
removed to the centre line when the engine expected was scen to 
emerge from the Calton-hill tunnel at a rapid speed. The brake 
seemed to haye been applied, but as the locomotive approached the 
station with no diminution of steam, and at an apparent rate of 
more than twenty miles an hour, the alarm of the officials, and such 
of the passengers as saw its approach, became excessive. The 
engine advanced on the same line of rails which the train occupied, 
and dashed into it with great force. The concussion was tremen- 
dous, and spread the greatest terror among the passengers, some of 
whom, as the engine came up, vainly attempted to escape from the 
train. The catile-truck, in front of the train, which experienced 
the full shock of the collision, was nearly smashed in pieces. | It 
doubled, in a manner, over the luggage-van, and separating into 
two parts, the upper half fell over on the south line of rails, leaving 
the wheels and axles on the line where the collision occurred, 
deeply embedded in the ground. The passengers, beyond the exter 
sive alarm occasioned by the collision, suffered comparatively 
trifling injury. One lady, in a first-class carriage, a passenger for 
Inverness, unfortunately had her head out of the window, in the 
attempt, it is stated, to escape, and received a severe wound on the 
temple. She bled profusely, and was conveyed to the house of a 
friend in Edinburgh, but we are happy to say she is proceeding 
favourably. Most of the other passengers sustained injuries of 
some kind, principally slight contusions, but we have heard of no 
other serious casualty. Their escape is most providential. | Acci- 
dents like these are inexcusable.. e have no reason ofr right to 
expect them; and we do hope that a most stringent inquiry will be 
set on foot, or deep disgrace will attach to the company: 


INcENDIARISM.—Oxrorbsuire.—On Saturday night 
last, about twelve o’clock, a fire was discovered on the farm 
premises occupied by Mr. Tomkins, Weston-on-the-Green. It 
originated in the stable, where were four horses, which could not, 
unfortunately, be got out, and were destroyed by the fire—— 
CornWALL.—On Sunday morning a plantation belonging to E. 
Collins, Esq., situate at Crindes Down, in the parish of Quethiock, 
was maliciously set on fire by some person unknown, and about 
twenty acres of the same destroyed before the fire could be got 
under.—On Friday evening, about seven o’clock, a hay-rick on 
Thurlibeer farm, in the parish of Lancells, adjoining the high road, 
was set on fire and partially consumed before assistance arrived to 
extinguish it. 

Surcipr.—On Saturday last'Mr. Baker, the coroner, held 
an inquest at the Star, Wilkes-street, Spitalfields, on the body of 
Thomas Pickard, aged eighteen, the son of Mr. Pickard, one of the 
parish rate-collectors of Spitalfields, residing at 87, Wilkes-street, 
who destroyed himself under the following determined circum- 
stances :—Mr. ‘Thomas Pickard, the father of the deceased, deposed 
that his son was apprenticed to a cabinet-maker and upholsterer, 
but resident at home with him. He had noticed for several weeks 
past a great alteration in his mind and appearance, which he was 
unable to account for. He was in a low eae desponding state, and 
of late refused taking his meals. He had frequently asked deceased 
if anything was the matter, to which he invariably replied 
“ Nothing,” and he was not aware that he had formed any attach- 
ment to afemale. On Wednesday last he was in a very dejected 
state, which was also noticed by his master, but who was unable to 
account for it,' He slept in the same room as witness, who was 
called by his daughter about eight o’clock on Thursday morning, 
and on entering the kitchen he found the deceased lying across the 
doorway of acloset, the walls of which were covered with blood 
and on lifting him up he found that his head was nearly separate 
from his body, and only adhering by a small piece of skin at the 
back of the neck. One of witness’s razors, with which he had com- 
mitted the deed, was firmly clenched in the deceased’s right hand. 
Mr, Letvis, a surgeon, said that the deceased had been dead for

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PROPOSED NEW PARK AT ISLINGTON, 

Itis universally admitted that a pressing necessity exists at the 
i for sanitary measures, particularly in this great 
preeees inted with the crowded courts and 

metropolis; and no one acquain : rowded courts an 
filthy exposed sinks of pollution such as run between Hatton- 
avdéin and Clerkenwell, known as the Fleet-ditch, and others, can 
for a moment feel that such precautionary measures are not impe- 
rative. We may cleanse and improve the dwellings of the poor, 
we may cover closely such places as the above ; but all these efforts 
must prove abortive if we deny them God’s greatest gift—fresh air! 

The public are under great obligation to Mr. Lloyd, the original 
projector of the plan; and we hope his persevering efforts will 
shortly be crowned with success. He has been ably assisted in the 
undertaking by several influential inhabitants, among whom we 
may notice Charles Woodward, Esq., F.R.S., and a county magis- 
trate; Richard Lambert Jones, Esq ; Roger Cunliffe, Esq., the 
banker; George Hayter, Esq.; Frederick Sandoz, Esq.; J. R. 
Chidley, Esq.; Wm. Loaden, Esq.; Samuel Lewis, Esq.; E 
Landells, Esq.; J.J. Downes, Esq.; Mr. Frazi, Mr. England, and 
others, 

There are both justice and reason in the desire of the good folk of 
Islington on this subject. At present they form the only portion 
of the metropolitan population unsupplied with a locality 
wherein they may breathe pure air and catch an unclouded glimpse 
of the sun. If the parks be the lungs of London, then has the 
northern district of this metropolis no respiratory organs. This is 
cruel as well as invidious ; for the amphibious denizens of the east 
may disport themselves in the pretty spot known as Victoria-park, 
obtained for their special recreation by one of their members who 
happened to be a Minister, and who felt anxious to retain his seat 
in Parliament; while the ‘ bun-eaters”’ of Chelsea, the pigeon- 
killers of Battersea, and the market-gardeners of Fulham have 
‘ample space and verge enough’’ to take their recreation in the 
new park that stretches along the banks of the river from the 
vicinity of the Red House to a point in propinquity with the lyrical 
abode of the late manager of the Koyal Italian Opera. 

The proposed park is to extend over an area of 300 acres, and the 
total cost it is estimated will be about £150,000. The population of 
the borough is 300,000 souls, being larger than any town in England, 
and it must be obvious that such an open space is absolutely neces- 
tary. Itisto be hoped that every inhabitant of the borough will 
exert his individual influence to carry out this plan, and at once, for 
every year that it is delayed it will become more difficult of accom- 
plishment. 

Since the year 1809 no step whatever has been taken to the 
present time to provide any place of public recreation for the 
closely-packed mechanics and artisans of Clerkenwell, St. Luke’s, 
and the crowded parts of the borough of Finsbury. On the 
contrary, since that period more than one hundred acres, formerly 
church ieee which were then open for promenece and amusement, 
had been covered with houses, and the walls of the City were, 
virtually speaking, extended to a radius of nearly three miles from 
the Royal Exchange. The first enclosure and exclusion which took 
place was Moor-fields, then followed Spa-fields, the Artillery- 
ground, the East India Company’s fields, the City-gardens, White 
Conduit-fields, Canonbury-fields, and, last and worst of all, the 
Britannia-fields, making the enclosed spaces nearer two hundred 
than one hundred acres, whilst Manchester and other cities and 
towns had provided parks and gymnasia for the amusement and 
recreation of the industrial classes. The situation of Highbury 
appears to be the only spot at present adapted for the purpose, the 
site of Park-terrace being about the centre of a circle or any other 
form in which it may be advisable to make a park. Highbury is 
one of the highest localities in the suburbs of London, proverbial 
for the parity of its air, and within little more than two,miles of the 
wey: tis equidistant between the Regent’s and Victoria parks, 
and the only spot which presented the advantages of a running 
stream of water, the New River passing through it. In fact, it is 
a park by itself, wanting only the name and those necessary 
adjuncts which would render it beneficial to the public without 
disturbing the sanctity of private interests. 

The land was in the Saxon times entirely in the possession of the 
King, but was divided amongst various parties, who paid rent for 
their land by various considerations. According to the extent 
of land in possession of the holder of each manor, a portion was set 
aside as common land, which was held as the right of the poor. 
This right of common land was acknowledged by William the Con- 

ueror, and it is said that much of the unpopularity of William 
ufus was caused by his attempts to overthrow the acknowledged 
system. The right of the poor in the land has been continued in 
many instances to the present time. At Newcastle-upon-Tyne a 
large extent of common is still in the possession of the burgesses 
of the town, although many attempts have been made to encroach 
on their property. We remember plots of land have been en- 
closed by some of the corporation for the purpose of building, but 
the freemen rose and constantly removed all evidence of such 
attempts. At Durham, however, the common land has passed 
from the original possessors, who disposed of a property which, as 
it was entrusted to them for the benefit of posterity, they had no 
right to traffic with. It having been the undoubted privilege of 
the freemen for many ages past to hold a share in the fand for the 
purposes of recreation, &c., we cannot but think that, when almost 
- @very village in Bvgieee has its green, it becomes an imperative 
duty on the part of the Government to provide breathing-places 
for the population of this immense metropolis. The poorer classes, 
most undoubtedly, have this claim, and the refusal to acknowledge 
it is, clearly, the cause of death to thousands.

_ coming out north of the bridge at the bottom of Highbury-grove, 
forming the second entrance to the park, and completing the 
_ @nclosure, In addition to the park, it is proposed to form an espla- 
re , fifteen feet wide, on the south-east border of the New River, 
commencing at the bridge at the top of Portland-place, New North- 
Josdrabout amile and a half from the City, and continuing until 
Bide the Green-lanes near Aden-terrace, where a light and 
ornamental bridge could be thrown over the river, and the pathway 
continued in a straight line within the park until it again reaches 
_ the river, After passing Mr. Crawshay’s grounds; and taking a 
horth-easterly direction past the Sluice-house, and round the two 
reservoire or pieces of water at the top of Lordship-road. The bor- 
ders of those reservoirs, which are as large as the Serpentine, 
command the most beautiful prospects; and, if practicable to form 
a carri wen it would, no doub beodnee a piace of favourite 
resort for the élite of the metropolis. Semi-detached cottages 
might be erected oh the rad i of the park; and there is every 
reason to expect the co-operation of the Gaverniaents the Bank of 
England, the East India Company, Lord John Russell, and the 
other metropolitan members, ra sae out the design. The New 
River Company, too, are about proveedin to Parliament for fur- 
ther powers, and advantage ought to be taken to secure the nssist- 
ance of so powerful and wealthy a company, whose interest it is to 
rad their river as accep and agreeable as possible to the 
- public, hain 
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We have given a series of ILLUSTRATIONS of this most desirable 
improvement, which will clearly show the practicability of the pro- 
posed site to the purpose required. We commence with the points 
nearest town, namely, the entrance to the proposed Prince of 
Wales’s Esplanade. Our view is taken from the bridge, which is 
an unsightly structure at present, but it is proposed to erect in its 
place a light and elegant iron one. ‘This spot, as will be perceived, 
ig every way adapted for the purpose without any alteration. Our 
second view also will show the nature of the scenery as we proceed 
along the walk leading to the park, It is every way adapted to 
the purposes required, the river all along being lined on one side 
by the beautiful gardens attached to the elegant cottages in the 
neighbourhood. ‘The only thing required contiguously to the 
esplanade is to widen the present footpath. On entering the pro- 
posed park by this way, the advantages of the situation will be 
demonstrated to every one who will take the trouble to go over 
the ground after passing the present brickfields, and again fol- 
lowing the course of the river by which it is proposed the esplanade 
should be continued. On the left of the river the ground appears 
as formed for a park; very trifling alterations would make it one 
of the most beautiful objects near London. Being on a gravelly 
soil, and one of the highest localities in the suburbs of the metro- 

olis, it is proverbial for the purity of its air. On the right also 
ittle or no alteration would be required. Most of the houses 
already abutting on the Green-lanes at Stoke Newington are of a 
superior kind, with good gardens and fine trees, A light and 
ornamental bridge is proposed to be thrown over the river where it 
crosses the road near Aden-terrace, and the pathway continued ina 
straight line within the park until itagain reaches the river ; between 
these two points the best view of the entire portion of the ground 
which it is proposed to enclose 18 to be had. It commands a 
most extensive view, including the hills of Highgate and Hamp. 
stead. The most northern extremity is proposed to be the 
Seven Sisters-road; and the esplanade is to continue round the 
reservoirs, which are two large sheets of water at present but 
little known to the inhabitants of London, but which are 
beautifully situated for the purposes referred to. Our third 
view gives the entrance to them; and, from the grounds to the 
left of where the view 18 taken, it is Proposed to turn the pre- 
sent mansion into a fishing-box for the Prince of Wales, there 
being excellent sport here. It is hoped that his youthful royal 
highness may patronize the undertaking. Round the reservoir 
beautiful gardens and grounds form an agreeable and picturesque 
retreat, and, with the neat cottages of the keepers, as seen in our fourth 
illustration, shelter the walk until we cross Lordship-lane, 
which divides the two pieces of water. In the second reservoir the 
ground is so high that it commands a very extensive view of Stam- 
ford-hill and the surrounding scenery on the one side, and the 
ground on the right will, no doubt, be soon built upon as cottage 
residences, Our fifth engraving gives the character of the scenery 
on leaving the upper reservoir, and the sixth a general view of the 
western portion of the proposed park,

Let us not be set down as harsh in our judgment, for, in 
truth, our author is not a person who deserves to be treated 
with leniency: his sentiments are unhealthy, and his writings 
are, as far as weak writing can be, mischievous. Their whole 
tendency is to create discontent with that state of life in which 
it has pleased God to place us. They repress the wholesome 
ambition of excelling in one’s own sphere, by exciting a morbi 
craving after some other sphere which is not ours, but which 
our author is pleased to consider more aristocratic and more 
suited to people of genius and merit. But let him state his 
own theory in his own way.

other; and thus the station and degree of each are ascertained by 
means which rarely admit of controversy or doubt 

We shall now consider at some length the PRECEDENCE OF 
WomeEN. 

The rank of MARRIED woxEn is derived from, and corresponds 
to, that of their husbands; but this rule admits of the following 
exceptions :—A WOMAN noble by birth does not lose her rank i 
she marries a commoner; but it is otherwise should she ane 
peer; for then her precedence is regulated by that of her husband. 
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ASPARAGUS FORK. 


Although daughters of dukes and marquises take place above the 
wives of barons, yet the daughter of the premier duke of England 
would sink to the rank of a baroness if she married a baron. Tf, 
however, she married a lord by courtesy, or any other commoner, 
or a bishop, her rank, precedence, and title would remain un- 
changed. ‘he widow of a peer, baronet, or knight may retain her 
title notwithstanding a second marriage; but she does s0 only by 
courtesy, and, strictly speaking, loses her precedence. It is, there- 
fore, only those noble by birth who come within the limits of these 
observations. : 

That the official precedence of the husband is not communicable 
to the wife forms the next exception, Yet this, though all but 
universal, has its own limitations; as, for example, the wife of a 
lord mayor, or of the lord lieutenant of Ireland, who takes her title 
from her husband while he holds office, 

The next exception is that of a married woman who happens to 
be a peeress in her own right. She may, through her husband, 
hold a higher rank than that which belongs to her birth; but she 
does not lose her hereditary rank by one or more marriages, OF by 
widowhood. 

It is a general rule that, before marriage, 
or precedence otherwise than through their fathers} 


women have no titles

above, their paternal distinctions cease if they marry peers, unless 
they should actually inherit a peerage. Several ranks intervene 
between the eldest and other sons of the same father ; but with the 
daughters it is otherwise; they, in point of precedence, are as one 
unbroken series, ranking among each other according to seniority, 
the eldest coming next to the wife of the eldest son, and all of them 
several degrees above any of the wives of their younger brethren, 
provided these wives enjoy no distinctions by birth. 


It is another general rule that precedence acquired by marriage 
is never lost by the forfeiture of the husband. Thus, an earl may 
be attainted, but his wife remains a countess. 


_ It is also a rule that the rank enjoyed by a woman in her own 
right is incommunicable to her husband. 


The following is a summary of these rules and exceptions :— 

Married women derive their rank from their husbands; but, if 
noble, do not sink in the scale by marrying acommoner. They 
do sink if any of them marry a peer of inferior 
rank to that of their parent. 

Official precedence is not communicable from 
husband to wife, except in the cases of lord mayor, 
or lord lieutenant of Ireland, esquires by office, 
and officers of the army and navy. 

Peeresses in their own right are unaffected by 
marrying below themselves in rank, but commu- 
nicate no precedence to their husbands. 

All daughters of peers rank next to the wife of their 
eldest brother, except they are otherwise possessed 
of higher rank. 

The forfeiture of a husband’s title does not destroy 
a wife’s precedence, 

Widows by a second marriage lose the precedence 
annexed to the first.

Roya Instirutton.—Dr. Faraday’s third lecture on 
Saturday last was honoured by the presence of Prince Albert, who 
entered the lecture-room a few minutes before three o'clock, and 
was conducted to a chair placed in front of the lecture-table. The 
subject illustrated was the philosophy of ‘(a lamp,” it being the 
sequel to the one on a candle. Ina lamp, as Dr. Faraday observed, 
the character of the combustion is the same as in a candle, but the 
fuel is generally liquid to begin with, and is not melted from a solid 
state and retained in a cup beautifully excavated by the combined 
influences of the heat of the flame and the cooling property of the 
air which rushes to it to support the continued combustion. The 
bright light of a candle compared with that of a common lamp is 
produced by the more perfect combustion of the melted fuel in con- 
sequence of the wick being better adjusted tu the supply of air, 
The thicker the wick the more dull the flame, because the larger 
quantity of fuel to be burned requires a greater supply of oxygen 
from the atmosphere than can be obtained at the surface of the 
flame, which alone comes in contact with the air in an ordinary 
lamp. With the view of supplying air to the interior of the flame, 


but, as stated | Argand made the wick circular, and admitted a current of air to 


the centre, by which arrangement, assisted by the 
glass chimney, which causes a greater current to 
impinge on the surface, the brilliant light of Argand 
lamps is produced. The quantity of carbon present 
in a flame at any one time is, however, exceedingly 
small, and does not amount to so much at is collected 
on a glass by holding it momentarily over the flame. 
The combustion of the carbon is more perfectly ac- 
complished by the aid of pure oxygen gas, the effect 
of which in increasing the brilliancy of flame was 
exhibited. It was by this plan that Mr. Goldsworthy 
Gurney lighted the House of Commons with what 
was termed the Bude light. Dr. Faraday also exhi- 
bited the more brilliant.appearance of the Drummond 
light, which is produced by the incandescence of lime 
exposed to the greater heat ofa combined jet of oxyg 
and hydrogen gases. Theadmirable arrangements in ~ 
lighthouses for collecting light and throwing it to 
great distances horizontally, eo that its power may 
not be dispensed unnecessarily, were much praised 
by Dr. Faraday. The properties of flame and the 
effect of cooling influences on it were successfully 
studied by Sir Humphry Davy, and applied practically 
in the safety-lamp.

The effect of the lamp 
when burning in an inflammable gas was shown b 
introducing it into a glass vessel filled with the vapour 
of ether, The flame appeared to be nearly extin- 
guished, though, in fact, combustion was going on at 
the surface of the gauze; and when the lamp was 
removed from the vapour the wick rekindled. Pre- 
vious to the invention of the safety-lamp, miners 
worked in dangerous parts of the mine by the feeble 
light afforded by what is called a steel-mill, which is 
an instrument 80 contrived that, by the rotation of 
pieces of steel striking against flint, a succession of 
Spats is produced. These mills are now so com- 
pletely disused that on a late Occasion, when one was 
wanted as a specimen for the Museum of Practical 
Geology, that in the Royal Institution was borrowed 
for a model to construct one, as none could be found 
in the coal districts in the north.

The other counts charged 
him with an aggravated assault, Mr. Crowder and Mr, Huddlestone were 
counsel for the prosecntion, and Mr. Whateley a ed for the defendant. 
Mr. Kenealy pleaded not guilty. Lord Camp & summing up remarked: 
‘This is a most distressing case, but you and I must deal with it according to 
the rules of law, and must recollect the oaths we have taken. 1 rejoice that 
the whole truth bas come out, and that no serious stain will attach to the 
character of Mr. Kenealy. He appears to have taken the most tender care 
of this child; that he has treated him with all kindness, and taken care of 
his education as well a3 his personal wants; but we must consider whether 
part of this charge is not clearly made out, and, if it be, it will be your duty 
to find a verdict of guilty. The charge is that Mr. Kenealy has beaten this 
boy, and his guilt or innocence depends upon the degree with which you 
shail think the chastisement has been inflicted.
